Quigley telegraphhed Barkley 
that leaders of the democratic 
party organization in Neb raska 
ex pressed grave anx iety Friday 
as to the outcome of the b attle to 
preserve price controls and the 
b enefits 
of 
the 
OPA, 
which 
neared a crisis in congress today. 
“These Neb raskans sense the 
tremendous power of the manu­ 
facturers and the vendors who 
seek enrichment b y shrinking the 
purchasing power of the dollar in 
the housewife’s purse,” Quigley 
wired Barkley. 
“Small Income Pilloried/’ 
“Defeat of price controls,” the 
telegram continued, “means that 
the small income will b e pilloried.

He indicated he b elieved It would 
b e a prob lem for the nex t ses­ 
sion of the legislature to deal 
wdth, especially if the present b ill 
b efore congress b ecomes law. 
On aid to dependent children, 
however, Vandemoer said, there 
was nothing to prevent the ^’ate 
from taking full advantage at once 
of any increases in matching ap­ 
proved b y the federal govern­ 
ment, b ecause no ceilings apply 
here.

According to the monthly re­ 
port of the department of a.ssist- 
ance for May, the average old age 
as.sistance payment was $ 32.22 and 
there w'ere 24,263 cases receiving 
assistance. Ab out 25 per cent of 
the payments were the $ 40 ceiling, 
Vandemoer said. He added that 
others \vere not up to the ceiling 
b ecause the need was adjudged 
less or b ecause the recipients re­ 
ceived income from other sources.

The questionnaire sent to gubernatorial candi­ 
dates in Nebraska by the Nebraska Real Estate 
association is entirely fitting. 
The people of this state will v ote next Nov em­ 
ber upon the initiativ e and referendum proposal 
for state school aid, which will increase rev enue 
requirements, it is e.stimatcd, an approximate eight 
million dollars annually. 
The question propounded by the Real Estate 
association Is; Where is the money to come from? 
That is a question which should be answered by 
the people of Nebra.ska, not the gubernatorial can­ 
didates. 
The gov ernor only can recommend; he 
cannot enact new tax legislation. 
In all fairness 
it should be recognized that before the legislature 
adopts increased lev ies under the present tax pro­ 
gram in Nebraska, or new forms of taxation—to 
pass intelligent judgment, there should be some 
discussion publicly of the methods to raise the 
needed rev enues. In the absence of any discussion 
it will be the legislativ e responsibility to use its 
best judgment. 
To that extent the questionnaire 
serv es a most useful purpose. 
Senator Frank Sorrell of Syracuse, the demo­ 
cratic candidate, went out of his way to be frank 
in replying promptly to the questionnaire sent him. 
Mr. Sorrell expressed his opposition to either a 
state sales or income tax “unless all other sources 
of taxation are exhausted” In the ev ent the pro­ 
posed amendment receiv es approv al.

plains carry little water most of 
the time. They are, however, sub­ 
ject to sudden rises resulting from 
runoff from the large areas they 
drain. And therein lies the great­ 
est 
bugaboo 
for 
farmers 
and 
ranchers using those streams for 
irrigation, because the high water 
takes out their dams and causes 
them to be without water at times 
when it is needed most. 
! 
Frank Arner, farmer near Craw- j 
ford, Neb., a supervisor of the 
Sugarloaf soil conservation dis­ 
trict, seems to have found an an­ 
swer to this question. With the 
soil conservation service techni­ 
cians 
assisting 
the district, he 
has devised a collapsible dam in 
Little Cottonwood creek that goes 
out when the pressure becomes 
too great but can be put back in 
order quickly. 
Built In ’43. 
This dam was built in 1943 ac­ 
cording to the technicians’ de­ 
sign. 
In three sections, it Is 60 
feet long and 3 feet high. 
It 
consists of 
12-inch planks 
an­ 
chored 
to 
concrete 
buttresses. 
The dowl pins holding the plank 
give way under the press during 
the flood period and the dam col­ 
lapses. 
The 
flood 
water 
then 
passes downstream without dam­ 
age to the dam or con.structlon. 
After the high water is over, the 
planks are put back in place and 
fastened with new dowl pins. It 
takes only a few minutes, and Ir­ 
rigation is not interrupted. 
Arner operates an establishment 
which supports about 170 cattle. 
He has used Little Cottonwood 
creek for years to irrigate 90 acres 
of alfalfa-bromegrass m ixture for 
hay production. When irrigation 
is not interrupted by a washout 
at a critical time, the yield is 
about three tons of hay per acre. 
This compares with about half a 
ton per acre from nat’ve grasses on 
dry land in that area.
